engage the firs aperture of the second ornament ; and 

a second wire connector having a first end inserted into and bent to 
engage the sec ond aperture of the first ornament and a second end inserted into 
and bent to eruage the second aperture of the second ornament; 

whereby the second aperture of the first ornament is laterally disposed 
from the first aperture of the first ornament.

3. {Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 , wherein 
the second aperture of the second ornament is laterally disposed from the first aperture 
of the second ornammt. 

4. (Origin* f) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 , wherein the second 
aperture of the first o* lament is opposite the first aperture of the first ornament.

10. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim J , wherein 
at least the first wire connector comprises at least one pre-formed U-shaped connector 
having ends adapted o be inserted into an aperture of an ornament.

12. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 , wherein 
the decorative ornaments comprise one or more beads, crystals, stones, and gems. 

13. (Previa tsiy Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 , wherein 
at least the first wire ;3nnector comprises a metallic wire having a diameter between 
about 0.0625 inches i nd about 0.125 inches. 

14. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 , wherein 
the first ornament an : the second ornament comprise octagonal ornaments.

23. (Previously Presented) An arrangement for hanging one or more 
decorative ornaments the arrangement comprising: 

at least ->ne ornament having at most a first aperture and a second 
aperture; and 

at least one hook having a first end inserted into and bent to engage the 
first aperture ol the ornament, a second end inserted inlo and bent to engage the 
second apertura of the ornament, and a loop positioned between the first end 
and the seconc end, the loop adapted to be hung from a support; 

wherein when hung by the loop, the second aperture of the ornament is 
laterally disposed from the first aperture of the ornament. 
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24. (Previdisly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 23, wherein 
the one or more deco ative ornaments comprise one or more of beads, crystals, stones, 
and gems. 

25. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 23 wherein 
the at least one hook comprises a wire having a diameter between about 0.0625 inches 
and about 0.125 inches.

a first ornament having at most a first aperture and a second aperture;

at least >ne continuous connector adapted to be inserted into and bent to 
engage an apt* lure of at least the first ornament, the second ornament, and the 
third ornamen :, and 

wherein the first ornament, the second ornament, and the third ornament 
are in spaced relationship with each other. 
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55. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim S4, wherein 
the at least one contiguous connector comprises a connector fabricated from one of 
sheet and plate. 

56. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 54, wherein 
the at least one contruous connector comprises at least two continuous connectors. 

57. (Previoi tsly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 55, wherein 
the at least one contiguous connector fabricated from one of sheet and plate is 
fabricated by one or more of the following processes: laser cutting, water-jet cutting, and 
electro-discharge ma<hining. 

58. (Previa tsly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 54, wherein 
the first ornament, se< ond ornament, and third ornament comprise a plurality of 
ornaments providing * n ornament chain. 

59. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 58, wherein 
the ornament chain it; at least 5 feet in length.

63. (Previc i tsly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 1 0, wherein 
the first connector an< the second connector comprise at least one pre-formed U- 
shaped connector ha^ ing ends adapted to be inserted into an aperture of an ornament

the first connector anc the second connector comprise metallic wire having a diameter 
between about 0.062! * inches and about 0.125 inches. 

65. (Previa tsly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 50, wherein 
the ornament chain comprises a single-row chain of at least 10 ornaments. 

66. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 65, wherein 
the first wire connect: r and the second wire connector are adapted to reduce aperture 
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loading on the at lean 10 ornaments compared to aperture loading on ornaments 
mounted with single v ire connectors. 

67. (Previc iisly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 65, wherein 
the first wire connects and the second wire connector are adapted to minimize 
misalignment of the ft least 10 ornaments compared to ornaments mounted with single 
wire connectors. 

68. (Previcusly Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 54, wherein 
the at least one contir uous connector comprises loops in the continuous connector 
adapted to be inserted into and bent to engage ornament apertures. 

69. (Previously Presented) The arrangement as recited in claim 63, wherein 
the loops in the contiguous connector comprise elongated loops formed in the 
continuous connecter 
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
